The Lone Ranger, a paragon of innocent purity, rode to his rescue. 
"The Lone Ranger never smokes, never uses profanity and never uses in- 
toxivating beverages," Frendle primly warned his writers. Nand when ke 
has to use guns he aims to maim as painlessly as possiole. (from News- 
week, May 22, 1972)...Warren W. Colston, 74, who played the sheriff 
in the Lone Ranger died on May 24th. He was also on GANGBUSTERS...dohn 
Roeburt died on may 22 at 63. John was an author of detective and sus- 
pense movels and radio and television dramas. Mr. Roeburt received a 
bust of Edgar Allan Poe in 1949 for outstanding mystery thriller on 
radio as chief writer of INNER 3aNcTUM.

- alog due to a threat by Charles #ichelson of Gharles michelson, Inc. To 
quote from Don's catalog "ur, “ichealson threatened to sue me for copy- 
right infringement if I did not stop selling the programs he clais to 
own. Many of these reels have only one or two programs on them that 

Mr. Michelson claims. Some Seem to be made up completely of shows he- 
claims. I am trying to determine which, if any, of the shows he claims 
are really owned by him. Mr. Michelson “claims that when REMEMBER RaDIO 
sells one of these programs, he is being greatly damaged and the value 
of the program reduced. He seems to feel that the public should only 

be able to hear such programs as FIBBER MCGEE œ MOLLY, LONE RANGER, 
SHADOW, etc. if and when they appear on a Llécul radio station in your 
area and not sooner. I feel that the interest in these programs are 
mainly generated by the selling and trading of programs between individ- 
vals.
